The other 
two ships, nn/willing to abandon the 
Rtirik, made repeated attempts at res¬ 
cue. and in so doing ran considerable 
risk, proving good targets for our guns.

An admirable trait of the Russians is the 
great value they place on life, as is 
usual with Europeans. For instance, 
after the disaster to the Rurik, even 
tboi^ who had lost their hand* or legs 
attempted to save their lives by secur¬ 
ing their bodies to pieces of wood. We 
were greitly impressed nt the zealous at¬ 
tention directed to the preservation of 
life.

We are sorry to observe that the tre¬ 
mendous victory of the Lnurier govern¬ 
ment appears to have completely de¬ 
moralized the Conservative forces in all 
parts of Canada. It is announced that 
the opposition in the province of Quebec 
will put no candidates in the field against 
the forces of the Parent government.. 
This extraordinary decision is said to 
have been reached at a convention of the 
party leaders held in the city of Montreal. 
It is claimed that as there is still one 
year of the regular legislative term to 
run. it is unfair of the government to 
take advantage of the extraordinary pres¬ 
tige of Sir Wilfrid Laurier in the coun¬ 
try as an aid to a new lease of power. 

There are no fixed periods for the hold¬ 
ing of election* under our constitutional 
system of government. That is a matter 
that is left entirely in the hands of the 
advisers of the representative of- the 
Crown. Seldom indeed, either in Great 
Britain or iu Canada,-does a Parliament 
die through the lapse of time. It is 
usually dissolved when a premier and his 
cabinet consider the time opportune. The 
Liberal government of Alexander Mac¬ 
kenzie served its full time of five years. 
Sir Charles Tupper’s Conservative ad¬ 
ministration was dissolved by effluxion of 
time because the members of that gov¬ 
ernment were conspiring against each 
other, and the country was obviously 
awaiting an opportunity to pronounce an 
adverse judgment. If there had been 
harmony within the ranks aud prosperity 
in the country, no such dilemma would 
have been permitted to present itself. The 
Parent government is therefore acting 
well within the constitution iu asking for 
a dissolution at this time. It is not the 
alleged “Lnurier l>oom" the Conservative 
opposition fears. The Liberal govern¬ 
ment Was established a magnificent record 
in Quebec. It came into power at a 
time when the provincial finances were 
in a deplorable condition. There had 
been deficit after deficit. Repudiation of 
obligations was opeuly suggested. It ap¬ 
peared to be impossible to raise sufficient 
revenue to meet obligations. The con¬ 
dition of Quebec at that time is the 
condition of British Columbia to-day. A 
few years of Lilnral rule restored the 
equilibrium between revenue and ex¬ 
penditure. Years of deficits have 
l>een succeeded by annual surpluses. 
Realizing its impotence in the face of 
•nch a record, the Conservative party in 
Quebec is said to have been seized of 
the itrilltant idea of |x*rmitting elections 
which could not be won to go by default. 
If this childish plan should be adhered 
to the unique spectacle would be pre- 
eon ted of a government meeting a Legis¬ 
lature without an opposition to criticize 
it and hold it in check. But we believe 
the' counsels of higher wisdom will yet 
prevail in Quebec, and that men having 
regard for the future of the'Conservative 
party will insist) upon the flag* of truce 
being hauled down.

The truth is that the 
Kaiser's son has found his wife lu a very 
pretty and very sweet child, who luia not 
even yet «-merged from the ttursery cocoon 
to the dazzle of Royal life. 

Germany knows very little of the Ducbes® 
Cecilia, Indeed, hardly anybody has seen 
hi*r. Her life hitherto has been secluded, 
limited to her school room, and to her rides 
In the woods. She ride* well, they say, 
and has shown fine mettle in teaching an 
unruly brute the whole duty of a horse.

A MOUNTAIN THEATRE.

I have been reading a very carious bpok 
by M. Henri Bergson, called "Le Hire," «n 
which the author explain® why we faugh, 
lie* ho® a novel theory' to account for tbe 
laughter, which la tboit automatism ta the 
VaaJ genesis of tbe comical. 

In gesture, says M. Bergson, the move¬ 
ments of the human body are laughable to 
the exact degree dn which that body re¬ 
minds us of a mechanism. For Instance, 
why do we laugh when an orator, making 
an eloquent gesture, upsets tbe glass of 
water placed before him? We do not 
tough because the motion was an unexpect¬ 
ed oue, Irut because the body ceased to be 
under control and was mechanical. Had 
the speech-maker had an apoplectic stroke, 
It would have been Just ns unexpected, but 
wo should not have laughed. Speeches 
which make us tough, M. Bergson goes on, 
are those which come out autommtik^Jly. 
For Instance. “If I die, will you come to 
my funeral?'* "With pleasure.*’ And, of 
course, aurtomat'sin to n situation main® 
for laughter, such as the celebrated ®ltna¬ 
tion to the “Chapeau de Pallle d'Italic," 
when a* whole marriage party searches for 
«' Straw lint which a horse has eaten. There 
Is something novel about this theory of M. 
Henri Bergson. 

But what a century we Hve to! In. oMen 
day® we laughed aud were content. The 
man who would have sat lilnwelf dawn, to 
•pot paper with a view to proving how 
we came to laugh 1 would have been laughed

According to the report of the city su 
perintctidcnt on the attendance at the 
city schools during the month of Octo¬ 
ber, the number of pupils wa* within 
nix of 5.000, being the record mark for 
Vancouver. 

At the last meeting of the school board 
Trustee Dougau reported for the com¬ 
mittee which had in hand the formula¬ 
tion of suggestions to be placed before 
the contemplated convention of school 
boards, lie stated that in Nanaimo 
and Victoria- he hail seen members of 
the txairds, and they, were enthusmirtie 
in regard to the matter, lie thought a 
convention should be called for early in 
December.

That the summer vacation 
extend from the end of .Tuue to the last 
week in August. 4. That pupils (begin¬ 
ners) be admitted to school only four 
times a year—in January, for a week or 
two at Easter, for a couple of weeks at 
the beginning of the fa+Lt omits. and for 
one week in middle of fall term. 5. 
That teachers be required to hand an 
their resignations, to take effect the last 
of the month. G. To discuss generally 
the financing and management of our 
schools. It was decided to write the sec¬ 
retaries of the boards of Toronto and 
Halifax for information in regard to 
clauses one o-n-.l two.

The claim (shall toe recorded within fifteen 
days If located within ten miles of a mln- 
lug recorder’s office, one additional day al¬ 
lowed for every additional ten miles-or 
fraction. The fee for recording a claim la 
$5. 

At least $100 must -be expended on th* 
claim each year or paid to the raining re¬ 
corder In lieu thereof. When $500 haa been 
expended or paid, the locator may, upon 
having a survey made, and upon complying 
•with other requirements, purchase the land 
at $1.00 an acre. 

Permission may be granted by the Mini*, 
ter of the Interior to locate claims contain¬ 
ing Iron and mica, also copper. In the Yu¬ 
kon Territory, of sn area not exceeding 1*30 
acrea.

Placer Mining.—Manitoba and the N. W. 
T., excepting the Yukon Territory.—Placer 
mining claims generally are 100 r- t g< ( isie; 
entry fee, $5. renewable yearly. On 'he 
North Saskatchewan River claims are either 
bar or bench, the former being 100 feet 
long and extending between high and low 
water mark. The latter inclmbs bur dig¬ 
gings, but extends back to (he base of th* 
hill or bank, but not exceeding 1,000 feet. 
Where steam power Is used, claims 200 
feet wide may be obtained. 

Dredging In the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., excepting the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A free miner may obtalu only two 
leases of five m'les each for u term of 
twenty years, renewable In the discretion 
of the Minister of the Interior.

The boundaries of a claim may bo defined 
absolutely by having a survey made and 
publishing notice In the Yukon Official 
Gazette. 

Petroleum.—All unappropriated Dominion 
lands in Manitoba, the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and within the Yukon Territory are 
open to prospecting for petroleum, aud the 
Minister may reserve for an Individual or 
company having machinery on the land to 
be prospected an area of 1.920 acres for

John Lee Thrice Mounted the Scaffold, 
and as Often Descended. 


One of tin* most remarkable stories In 
the whole of criminal history is recalled 
by tlie impending release on license, after 
n«*nrly twenty years’ penal servitude, of 
John Lee, who, sentenced to death for 
murder, stood three times on the t**nffold, 
which on each occasion would not work, 
says a London dispatch. 

Lee was tried and found guilty of mur¬ 
dering Miss Ileyse, an elderly lady, who 
lived in a lonely cottage at .Ballacombo. 
near Tarquay, England. He was one of 
the servants and fhe motive of thC crime 
was said to exist In the fact that his 
wage* had been reduced by sixpence a 
week. 

Lee persisted in declaring his inno¬ 
cence. but the jury thought otherwise a n\f 
one bleak morning in February he stood 
on the scaffold in Exeter jail awaiting the 
pulling of the bolt that would launch him 
Berry was the executioner.
